Lie wh en it tagged h im for ex term ination? 
If refused to recognize h is auth ority . 


IT MADE HIM powerless. It boy cotted h im. 
It slandered h im w h enever it th ough t it could 
do h im h arm . It took sh rewd advantage of th e 
fact h o would h ave to be defended by oth er 
powers in th e U.N. Security Council and 
turned h im into such a h eavy liability th ey 
w ere pleased wh en h e finally turned in h is 
resignation. 
~ T h is is h ow it will be done with Dag Ham- 
m arskiold. Th e script h asn't been ch anged. 
Th e Soviet Union h as tagged h im for th e 
Kill. It h as w arned th e oth er m em bers of 
th e United N ations th at it will refuse to rec­ 
ognize h is auth ority . 


Th e United States and H am m arskjold's oth ­ 


er friends, believing h e h as tried to be fair 


and knowing th ey are in a sh owdown on pres­ 


tige, will defend h im stoutly . L will be a 


stirring dram a. And th ey will lose. 


In tile* end, H am m arskjö ld will h ave to re­ 
sign because h e will h ave been m ade ineffec­ 
tual by th e relentless, stony opposition of a 
m em ber of th e U.N. Security Council. 


THIS TIME th e sh owdown issue will be 
th e Congo, instead of Korea

If th e president, h owever, were 
given a few h ours’ notice of th e

ences do not enh ance th e prestige 
of th e press, as som e of th e ques­ 
tions are popped in such irregular 
fash ion th at listeners do not get 
th eir true significance. 
In fact, it is som etim es h ard for 
th e television or radio audience to 
get th e full im port of a question. 
Th us, if each w ritten question were 
read aloud by th e president or 
someone on h is staff, th e audience 


would bear euery word and know 
just wh at was being discussed 
Th is wh ole problem h as been up 
in previous adm inistrations but it 
h asn't been as im portant before be­ 
cause press conferences h ad not 
been presented live on television or 
radio 
until 
th is 
adm inistration 
cam e into office on Jan. 20. 
Th e im pression wh ich th e nation 
gets of its press is as im portant as 
th e im pression it gets of th e presi­ 
dent wh o is being interviewed. 
Noth ing 
like 
th e 
presidential 
press conference takes place regu­ 
larly any w h ere else in th e world. 
Th e nearest th ing to it are th e de­ 
bates h eld in th e P arliam ents of 
Europe w h ere opposition m em bers 
form ally subm it w ritten question^ 
several 
day s 
in 
advance. 
Onee 
th ese are answ ered by th e govern­ 
m ent’s spokesm an, th ere is full dis­ 
cussion by th ose present. 
If questions h ad to be h anded in 
at th e Wh ite House a few h ours 
ah ead of th e president's press con­ 
ferences — and newsmen could be 
encouraged to file som e of th em 
even a day in advance — th ere 
could be m ore preparation th an 
now is possible. 


CERTAINLY th ere would be a 
better ch ance to get a com preh en­ 
sive answ er from th e president — 
and. after all, 
th at is th e m ain 
purpose of th e news conference. It 
is not intended to be a th eatrical 
perform ance or a veh icle for po­ 
litical oratory or for im pertinent 
com m ents by th e reporters. 
Live television sh ows of a h it-or- 
m iss sort could easily defeat th e 
m ain purpose and become boring 
to listeners especially if th e tim e 
is taken up with questions of m inor 
im portance or with specialized sub­ 
jects th at can better be h andled by 
Cabinet officers. 
Th ere is no reason wh y th e pres­ 
ident sh ould find it necessary to 
discuss subjects 
th at 
are being 
th orough ly ex plored by th e h eads 
of governm ent 
departm ents 
and 
agencies regularly and can give 
answ ers m ore fully to th e report­ 
ers. 
Th e president, of course, could 
bring up topics of h is own and 
m ake com m ents on 
th em . 
Th is 
would naturally open th e confer­ 
ence to questions on 
any 
sta te ­ 
m ents th at h e h imself h as intro­ 
duced 
Th e im portant ch ange would be 
in th e filing of written questions in 
advance but with th e understand­ 
ing th at, once th e president g a \e 
an answ er, furth er questions on 
th at sam e subject could be asK- 
ed if th e reporters so desired. 
All th is could m ean in th e long 
run m ore inform ation for th e peo­ 
ple on national and international 
policies.

U.S. Mishaps 
Took Huge 
Toll In 196 0 


CHICAGO LAP' - Ninety -three 
thousand persons were k illed in 
accidents 
in 
the 
United 
States 
last y ear, more than two-thirds 
of them 
in traffic crashes and 
in the home, the National Safety 
Council said today 
The number killed was the hig h­ 
est total since 1957 but the death 
rate was a record low, the council 
said. 
The council estimated the eco­ 
nomic 
loss 
at 
$13.4 
billion. 
It 
covers both fatal and nonfatal ac­ 
cidents, the council said in re­ 
porting that more than nine mil­ 
lion persons were injured in ac­ 
cidents in 1960. It said 1 of every 
19 persons in the nation suffered 
a disabling injury last y ear. 
Althoug h accidental deaths last 
y ear were 1 per cent hig her than 
the 9 2,08 0 in 1959, the death rate 
per 10.000 persons dropped to 51.7 , 
compared to the previous record 
’ow of 52 2 in 1959. The council 
attributed the drop to a 2 per 
cent increase in population. 
Motor vehicle accidents, as in 
•» revious y ears, was the No. 1 k il­ 
ler, with 38,200 deaths, the big ­ 
g est toll since 1957 and compared 
to 37 ,910 in 1959.

rank ed second to traffic 
with 27 ,- 
500 fatalities, some 500 more than 
in 1959. 
Public accidents not involving 
motor vehicles took the lives of 
16,5:o persons, equaling the 1959 
toll. 
Deaths from work mishaps to­ 
taled 13,800, about the sam e as 
in 1959. Accidents at work result- 
<d in the loss of 280 million man- 
day s, which the council said was 
equivalent to an entire y ear’s shut­ 
down of a hy pothetical plant em» 
ploy ing 1 million work ers.
